PRESIDENT COOLIDGE'S display of executive determina­ 
tion not to compromise on Secretary Mellon's tax re­ 

duction plan is refreshing. The Mellon plan was evolved 
by the most astute student of government finance since 
Alexander Hamilton. It is doubtful if alterations, Inspired 
by politics and devised by crossroads congressmen, can 
improve on the plan espoused by the administration.

The Mellon plan should pass congress "as is."
It will release vast sums of money for industrial pur- 

poaes, decrease the number of unemployed, keep wages up, 
encourage building of factories and homes, bring benefit to 
every person in the United States.

We are indebted to the Southern California Development 
association for the following succinct outline of the plan.

Read this outline. And if you deem it worthy, a letter 
saying so to the California Senators and Congressman 
Fredericks will .be of benefit to these representatives in 
judging the sentiment of the people on the Mellon plan.

Here Is what the Mellon plan would accomplish:
1. Reduce the income tax on earned incomes 25 per cent.
2. Reduce the 4 per cent normal tax to 3 per cent, and 

the 8 per cent to 6 per cent.
3. Begin surtax application at $10,000, scaling tax pro­ 

gressively upward to 25 per cent on $100,000.
4. Limit deduction of capital losses to 12y2 per cent of 

the total loss.
5. Limit gross income deductions for interest paid and 

for non-business losses to the amount the sum of 
these items exceeds tax-exempt income.

6. Tax community property income of the spouse having 
control of the income.

7. Repeal taxes on telephones, telegrams and leased wires.
8. Repeal tax on theatre admissions.
9. Repeal miscellaneous nuisance taxes.

HONEST, SHIRT-SLEEVE DIPLOMACY

THE Portland Oregonian of January 16 contains a car­ 
toon on the front page showing General Dawes sitting 

on a high stool in his shirt sleeves at the reparations com­ 
mission table, which is surrounded by a group of European 
diplomats garbed in full dress, with medals, gold braid and 
all the tinsel that went with officialdom of the past. Under 
the table each of these diplomats has a keg of powder, a 
revolver, a bowie knife, or some other instrument of 
warfare with which he hopes to gain an advantage over 
his neighbor.

General Dawes, silently watching from his stool, says: 
"Gentlemen, while I am here we will play all the cards on 
the table." Consternation appears on the faces of the 
diplomats as Dawes makes this statement. For five years 
jealousy, intrigue, personal ambition and greed have dom­ 
inated, in place of an honest desire to settle the reparations 
tangle.

The only aim of the American members of the repara­ 
tions commission is to secure an early and peaceful settle­ 
ment of the financial troubles of Germany, which are up­ 
setting the industrial rehabilitation of all of Europe today.

"Diplomatic poker players" in Europe are not going to 
put over any sleight-of-hand tricks on "Hell-and-Maria" 
Dawes or O. D. Young while these gentlemen act as repre­ 
sentatives for the United States on the reparations com­ 
mission.

The American members of the commission are paying 
their own expenses, and are a living illustration of "shut- 
sleeve diplomacy" which will appeal to every red-blooded 
Ajuerican and give new hope to millions of befogged and 
befuddled European citizens.
